of the Extension. Service has an ­ 
nounced. 
U rging the use o f the standard 
poison bran mash in com batting 
the ravager, D irector Alvord said: 
“ In m any sections w here dam age 
has appeared county agents and 
gard en ers have m ade prom pt use 
of the standard poison bran mash. 
This has resulted in absolute con­ 
tro l of the insect. 
The effective­ 
ness of this rem edy has been so 
thoroughly proved this year th a t 
th ere is no doubt of its g eneral e f­ 
fectiveness.” 
C om m enting on the report* of 
cutw orm dam age, D irector Alvord 
said: “ F or several weeks past, re­ 
po rts have been reaching College 
Station of heavy 
dam age 
being 
done to garden crops by cutw orm s. 
The same dam age is also being 
reported to such field crops as are 
grow ing a t the presen t tim e. Ob­ 
servation of cutw orm s in gardens 
and fields 
indicates 
th a t 
th eir 
dam age in m any sections m ay be 
expected to continue 
up to the 
m iddle of A pril or perhaps a lit 
tie beyond or later in our north­ 
ern sections. 
“ In some counties such corn as 
has been planted is being destroy­ 
ed by the worm s and it is probable 
th a t dapnage 
m ay 
be 
repeated 
w here corn is replanted. This m ay 
result not only in the reduction of 
corn acreage but m ay increase the 
cotton acreage by th at m uch. The 
present dam age to gardens with a 
liklihood of its continuance during 
the next m onth is also a m atter of 
seriousness when it conies to the 
live-at-hom e program .
